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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of Amendment filed November 1 8, 2009. Claims 1 -6 
are amended. Claims 1-18 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious 
the collective limitations of the claim, including a light emitting device using an LED chip 
comprising a mounting substrate having a recess, the LED chip being mounted on a 
bottom of the recess; a sheet-like wavelength converter disposed so as to cover the 
recess and an edge area around the recess; and an emission controller provided at a 
light output side of the sheet-like wavelength converter so as to allow emission of light 
coming from an area of the sheet-like wavelength converter that corresponds to the 
recess and to prevent emission of light coming from an area of the sheet-like 
wavelength converter that corresponds to the edge area around the recess. Claims 2- 
16 are allowable in that they are dependent on, and further limit claim 1 . 

5. Regarding claim 17, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious the collective limitations of the claim, including a light emitting device using an 
LED chip comprising a mounting substrate having a recess, the LED chip being 
mounted on a bottom of the recess; a wavelength converter disposed so as to cover the 
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recess and an edge area around the recess; and an emission controller provided at a 
light output side of the wavelength converter so as to allow emission of light coming 
from an area of the wavelength converter that corresponds to the recess and to prevent 
emission of light coming from an area of the wavelength converter that corresponds to 
the edge area around the recess, wherein the wavelength converter has a cross section 
that is convex at the light output side such that light paths having different observation 
angles are substantially equal in length. 

6. Regarding claim 1 8, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious the collective limitations of the claim, including a light emitting device using an 
LED chip comprising a mounting substrate having a recess, the LED chip being 
mounted on a bottom of the recess; a wavelength converter disposed so as to cover the 
recess and an edge area around the recess; and an emission controller provided at a 
light output side of the wavelength converter so as to allow emission of light coming 
from an area of the wavelength converter that corresponds to the recess and to prevent 
emission of light coming from an area of the wavelength converter that corresponds to 
the edge area around the recess, wherein a density of a wavelength converting material 
in the wavelength converter increases toward a center of the wavelength converter 
reducing observation angle variations of color and intensity of light.
